Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 20-31, drawn to a metkod of making a cakle, classified in class 264, sukclass 

171.14. 

II. Claims 32-34, drawn to an extrusion unit, classified in class 425, sukclass 110. 
Tke inventions are distinct, eack from tke otker kecause of tke following reasons- 

Inventions of groups I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. Tke inventions 
are distinct if it can ke skown tkat eitker: (1) tke process as claimed can ke practiced ky anotker materially 
different apparatus or ky kand, or (2) tke apparatus as claimed can ke used to practice anotker and 
materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In tkis case, tke apparatus as claimed can ke used to 
practice anotker and materially different process suck as one tkat cross-links or cures tke extrudate after 
tke wire/conductor is encased ky a polymeric material.
